We live 
in a new house but lately in one room a large 
number of small roaches have appeared. | '

Get some bisulphide of carbon; spray 
this into the crevices where they are usu- 
ally seen. Then. carefully cement all holes 
in walls end elose with putty all cracks 
or openings in woodwork. The liquid hag 
a very bad smell, but it soon passes away. 
Dv not bring a light near it. 

KEEPING MEAT FRESH.—Meat so soon 
becomes tainted in hot weather, owing to the 
sudden changes of temperature, that to 
avoid waste it is desirable to wipe it well 
all over with a cloth wrung out of strong 
borax water. Remove the kidneys, marrow, 
etc., as they will keep better alone; dry 
the meat thoroughly, and dust it over with 
flour and black pepper and place in a 
course muslin bag. When there is only a 
slight suspicion of taint about raw meat 
it may be entirely removed by washing 
the meat two or three times In cold water, 
to which a pinch of permanganate of pot- 
ash has been added; then, after drying 
the meat, flour it and cook it without 
delay. 

TEMPERING GLASS GLOBES.—The 
breaking of glass globes !s very frequent, 
as all housekeepers know. Their durabil- 
ity may be greatly increased if tempered 
beforehand. This is done by putting them 
in @ large pan and covering them with 
cold water. The pan is then set on the 
range until the water boils. When that 
occurs is removed from the fire, and 
the glob@s are allowed to remain in the 
water until it is cold again. 

IRONING BOARDS.—The best material 
for covering ironing boards is the thick 
laundry felt sold for the purpose. It 
comes in two widths, that a yard wide 
costing 60 cents a yard, and twice that 
width $1 a yard. It is inexpensive, as the 
width serves to cover the length of the 
ordinary board. 

HAIR DYE.—Hair dye is considered so 
detrimental to long life that a continental 
assurance company refuses to insure the 
lives of persons using it.

DEVILED LOBSTERS.—When the lob- 
ster is taken from the shells reserve such 
part as you wish, and clean at once; set 
aside. Chop the meat fine, and for two 
add a pint of Bechamel sauce, to which 
two vole have been added. Stir in two 
tablespoonfuls tomato sauce, a _ teaspoon 
mustard, alittle red pepper and mix all 
well together. Fill the shells, sprinkle over 
bread crumbs and a little butter. Bake\a 
light brown and serve with parsley gar- 
nish. 


TOMATOES FRIED.—Wash and wipe 
two large tomatoes, cut each into three 
slices; season with half ®ven teaspoonful 
salt, a quarter-teaspoonful pepper; dust 
over with flour; dip each slice separately 
into beaten egg, and cover with bread 
crumbs. lace a large frying pean, with 
one orm x tablespoonful lard or drip- 
pings, ove? the fire; when hot put in the 
tomato pieces, fry light brown on both 
sides; remove them to a hot dish and 
serve. 

CREAMED CODFISH.—For creamed cod- 


fish, soak one pound of boneless codfish in% 


cold water for several hours, then pick it 
in small pieces. Place the fish In a sauce- 
pan, cover with cold water, set over the 
fire and let it heat to nearly boiling. Pour 
the fish in a colander, rinse off with cold 
water, return the fish to the saucepan 
again and cover with cold water. Let it 
get hot, but not boil. Remove the drain. 
Place a saucepan with one ope 
butter and one tablespoonful fi@ug over the 
fire, stir and cook two minutes. Add one 
and a half cupfuls milk, stir and boil to 
a creamy sauce. Add the fish and taste, 
and if necessary add a little salt. Serve 
with mashed potatoes. 

A PUMPKIN SAUCE.—When there was 
very little fruit to be had except wild ber- 
ries, the farmers’ wives of the West used 
to make a “‘butter’’ for winter by cooking 
the peelings of the best. pumpkins, and 
some less luscious ones, until soft, the 
drain and strain the juice. Boil down like 
cider, and thicken with the stewed-down 
pumpkin, seasoning with alispice, sugar 
and perhaps some tart apples.

CITY MUST FIX THE PAY. 


No Minimum Amount Stated and So 
the Compensation by the Munici- 
pal Assembly May Be Small. 


Careless legislatefs are responsible for 4 
blunder which promises to cause unending 
trouble in St. Louis. 

The blunder occurred in the enactment 
of the law making the office of Clerk of the 
Probate Court elective. No salary was 
provided for by the General Assembly, 
which delegated to the Muncipal Assembly 
the power to fix the salary, without limit, 
except that imposed by the City Charter, 
which prohibits salaries of over $0000. 

As a result of this condition of affairs, the 
Democratic nomination for the office is 
likely to go begging, since Democrats are 
not anxious to go to the expense of running 
for an office, and in the event py eee perf 
be dependent upon a Republican Municipal 
Assembly for compensation. 

Vice versa there is no scarcity of Republi- 
ean candidates for the reason that if a 
Republican wins he is almost certain to be 
handsomely treated by the Municipal As- 
sembly. 

In this connection a dereliction of duty is 
Charged against the Municipal Assembly in 
not complying with the law in fixing the 
ammount of the salary before this eiection, 
as is directed by the General Assembly. 
Tt is now more than 18 months since the 
General Assembly passed the law making 
the change in the office of Probate Clerk, 
and no move has been made by the Munici- 
pal Assembly to obey the law. 

le sume law, which was drafted and 
introduced by State Senator Benjamin J. 
Klene, fixed the salary of the Probate Judge 
at $3500. This was undoubtedly a mistake, 

it was without doubt fmtended 
the Probate Judge should _re- 
$5500, the same that Circuit 

__receive. The Circuit Judges 
are paid $3500 by the city and $2000 
by the State. The new law provides that 
the Probate Judge shall be paid by the City 
Treasurer the same amount as is paid to 
ee Judges, which gives him only 
OO, 

After providing for the election of a clerk 
and the disposition of the fees, the law 
Says in section 4 

“The Municipal Assembly fn such cities 
is hereby authorized and empowered® to 
provide by ordinance for the orderly trans- 
action of business between such clerks and 
the treAsurer of sugh cities, and for the 
payment of such clerks, deputies and as- 
Ssistants.’’ 

By that section the Municipal Assembly 
is given the exclusive authority to provide 
a salary fur the Probate Clerk and may 
follow its own discretion as to how large 
mpage or should be. It may be] cent an-

nuaaly or $5000, the maximum mit under 
the harter. 

It has been known that the law did not 
fix any salary for the position, but it was 
not generally known that the Municipal 
Assembly was given free rein to fix the 
salary at whatever figure it may choose. 
Even so eminent authority as City Coun- 
selor Schnurmacher was astounded when a 
Post-Dispatch reporter called his attention 
to the peculiarity. 

He was doubtful until he got a copy of 
the session acts of 1897 and read the law. 

“Il confess,”’ he said, “‘‘that this is new to 
me. I Nad knowledge of the law in a gen- 
eral way, but I had not noticed that no 
minimum limit is fixed.’’ 

“Under that law the Municipal Assem- 
bly may fix the salary atl cent, may it 
not?’ he was asked. 

“Yes, of course. It may fix the salary 
any figure under. $5000."’ 

“Have you ever called the attention 
the Municipal Assembly or the Mayor 
this law?’ ’ 

“No, I didn’t know it waa my place to 
do so. They undoubtedly know of the law. 
I don't see why they should wait for me to 
call their attention to it.” 

Several members of the Assembly have 
been told of the law and their reply each 
time was that they had no official knowl- 
edge of such a law and would not act un- 
til they had been notified by the City Coun- 
selor of their duty. The answer made to 
this by Democrats has been that this law 
is like any other and that all citizens are 
presumed to know the law, since ignorance 
furnishes no excuse for its violation. 

The regular appropriation in which the 
salary of the clerk of the Probate Courr 
should have been included, was made last 
spring, and runs until next July. Of 
course the Assembly at its present session 
may make a special appropriation to meet 
the emergency. 

Democrats say this appropriation will not 
be made until after the election, and that 
the size of the salary will depend largely 
ypon the politics of the man elected. For 
this reason there is no Democratic demand
